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On  the  cover  is  a  photo  of  the  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  Filling  Station  from 
the  1920's  years  before  "Socony  Gas"  became  "Socony  Mobil  Oil  Co." 
Gilmanton  resident  and  prior  Selectman  Dave  Bickford  recalls  as  a 
youngster  Memorial  Day  Parades  that  began  at  the  store,  down  to  Pine 
Grove  Cemetery  and  back.  When  they  returned,  the  shop  owner  treated 
them  to  a  scoop  of  ice  cream  served  in  little  paper  cups.  According  to  the 
photo,  it  was  probably  Hood's  Ice  Cream.

RoUand  "Bub"  Hawkins  was  bom  in  1928  at  the  Hawkins  Homestead,  which  is  located 
on  Province  Road  (Route  107  South)  next  to  the  Lower  Gilmanton  Church  and  also 
happens  to  be  the  very  first  property  in  town  restored  by  Doug  Towle.  Bub  was  the 
youngest  of  five  children  bom  to  Amy  &  Shurldin  Hawkins.  Siblings  included  one 
brother  and  three  sisters.  Bub  attended  elementary  school  at  the  one-room  Kelley  School 
House  on  Route  129.  After  attending  Pittsfield  High  School,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.S. 
Army  serving  from  September  1946  to  March  1948  with  tours  in  Japan  and  Korea, 
(continued  on  next  page.) 


Shortly  after  returning  home,  Bub  became  the  first  Gilmanton  Police  Officer  and  held  this 
position  for  20  years.  He  worked  a  number  of  years  for  the  Belknap  County 
Conservation  District  digging  numerous  fire  ponds.  This  was  one  of  the  things  he 
enjoyed  most  -  "playing"  with  heavy  equipment.  Bub  also  worked  under  Road  Agent 
George  McClary  plowing  and  maintaining  the  town  roads.  In  the  1960's  and  1970's  he 
worked  at  Nelson's  Garage  in  Gilmanton  Iron  Works.  In  addition,  he  drove  the  school 
bus,  getting  the  children  safely  from  the  Academy  to  Laconia  and  back.  He  continued  his 
public  service  as  Gilmanton's  Deputy  Fire  Chief  and  Health  Officer  for  many  years.  Bub 
could  be  found  every  August  at  Smith  Meeting  House  overseeing  the  Bean-Hole  Bean 
dinner  and  performing  plays  for  Gilmanton  Old  Home  Day.  On  Labor  Day  weekend,  he 
played  host  to  the  Firemen's  Carnival  and  would  call  out  the  numbers  at  the  Chuck-a- 
Luck  game.  Everyone  wanted  Bub  as  the  caller,  as  everyone  could  hear  him.  He  could 
also  be  found  setting  up  and  cooking  chickens  for  the  annual  barbeque.  Bub  and  his  wife, 
Helen  of  42  years,  had  three  children,  nine  grandchildren,  and  two  great-grandchildren. 
He  lived  his  entire  life  in  Gilmanton  and  loved  hunting  and  fishing.  This  picture  of  Bub 
was  taken  on  Thanksgiving  Day  2006.  He  will  be  missed  but  never  forgotten,  as  he  was 
truly  at  home  in  Gilmanton.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  governed  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  through  another  year. 
2007  was  a  year  with  many  new  challenges  and  some  challenges  that  are  dealt  with 
annually. 

Roads,  as  usual,  were  high  on  the  Selectmen's  agenda.  We  saw  the  completion  of  two 
major  road  projects  that  have  been  a  long  time  in  the  making.  First  we  saw  the 
completion  of  the  final  area  of  repair  on  Middle  Route  utilizing  crushed  glass  from  the 
Recycling  Center,  and  then  an  overlay  of  asphalt  was  applied  to  complete  the  project. 

Through  a  cooperative  agreement  with  Daniel  Webster  Council  Boy  Scouts  of  America, 
the  upgrade  of  Places  Mill  Road  has  been  completed.  This  upgrade  included  widening 
and  grading  the  road  and  the  installation  of  culverts  that  will  allow  safer  passage  for 
residents  and  visitors.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  this  upgrade  was  accomplished  at  no 
cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

Class  VI  and  Private  Roads  continue  to  be  a  subject  that  occupies  a  good  deal  of  the 
Selectmen's  time.  In  accordance  with  RSA  674:41  a  building  permit  may  not  be  issued 
for  lots  lacking  frontage  on  a  Class  V  or  better  road.  The  Selectmen  must  hold  a  public 
hearing  to  address  road  maintenance  and  access  issues  before  approving  the  building 
permit.  Currently,  the  Town  does  not  have  a  policy  for  building  on  Class  VI  Roads; 
however,  the  Class  VI  Road  Committee  intends  to  forward  a  draft  policy  for  the  Board's 
review  in  the  near  future. 

There  have  been  many  improvements  and  changes  in  2007  that  will  benefit  the  residents 
of  Gilmanton,  and  others  that  will  help  the  Town  employees  in  doing  their  jobs.  Along 
with  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  Deb  Comet,  the  Selectmen  oversaw  the  construction  of 
the  new  vault,  which  is  completed  and  in  full  use  for  record  storage  at  the  Academy 
Building. 

The  new  Town  website  is  nearing  completion  and  should  be  up  and  running  in  February 
2008.  The  public  will  be  able  to  access  current  information  for  all  Town  departments, 
boards,  committees,  organizations  and  community  events.  The  website  will  continue  to 
be  under  construction  while  we  continue  to  enter  data.  Please  visit  the  website  at: 
w^ww.gilmantonnh.org. 

Cell  phones  used  by  the  department  heads  have  been  changed  from  individual  accounts 
and  combined  into  one  package  for  which  we  get  State  bid  pricing.  This  represents  a 
substantial  savings  to  the  taxpayers. 
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The  Selectmen  oversaw  the  bid  and  purchase  of  new  Town  vehicles  for  the  Highway  and 
Police  Departments.  The  old  fire  truck  was  sent  out  for  refurbishment  and  the  old 
Expedition  used  by  the  Police  Department  is  now  being  utilized  by  other  Town 
Departments.  This  vehicle  is  used  by  the  Building  Department,  Town  Clerk's  Office  and 
Selectmen's  Office  running  errands  for  the  Town  or  attending  seminars  in  lieu  of  paying 
mileage. 

The  Selectmen  accepted  generous  donations  in  the  form  of  easements  on  properties  in 
Town.  Virginia  Stanley  granted  the  Town  an  easement  of  land  surrounding  the  Mary 
Butler  Monument,  which  will  help  preserve  a  piece  of  Gilmanton  history.  Daniel 
Webster,  Paul  Stroud  and  the  John  Bacon  family  donated  Conservation  easements  on 
their  properties.  These  easements  are  very  important  pieces  to  help  preserve  Gilmanton 
for  future  generations. 

The  Town  is  very  fortunate  to  have  its  employees.  Although  there  always  seems  to  be 
staffing  changes,  the  Selectmen's  Office  is  blessed  with  a  fiill  staff  as  well  as  the  Police 
Department.  The  Fire  Department  underwent  some  staff  changes,  but  the  Highway 
Department  and  Transfer  Station  are  fully  staffed  and  running  smoothly. 

2007  continued  a  trend  of  slowing  growth  as  far  as  new  home  construction  with  only  19 
of  the  43  building  permits  allowed  by  the  Growth  Management  Ordinance  being  issued. 
Our  new  digitized  tax  maps  were  completed,  reviewed  and  finalized. 

Thank  you  to  all  the  Town  Employees,  Volunteers  and  Contractors  for  their  hard  work 
and  dedication  in  2007.  We  look  forward  to  the  continued  operation  of  our  great  Town 
with  open  eyes  and  minds  in  2008.

BUILDING  INSPECTOR 
CODE  ENFORCEMENT/HEALTH  OFFICER 


Another  busy  year  has  come  to  a  close  in  the  Building/Code  Enforcement/Health 
Department.  Due  to  changes  in  the  housing  market  and  the  economy,  the  rate  of 
construction  in  Gilmanton  has  slowed  some.  In  2006  we  issued  a  total  of  222  permits 
compared  to  165  in  2007.  In  accordance  with  the  Growth  Management  Ordinance,  42 
permits  were  available  for  new  single-family  dwellings  and  19  were  issued.  There  were 
39  permits  that  were  renewed  for  purposes  ranging  from  single-family  dwelling  to  deck 
construction.  Other  permits  issued  were  as  follows:  renovations  -  35,  electrical  -  16, 
outbuildings/garages  -  26,  demolition  -  1,  porches/decks  -  11,  inground  pools  -  1,  signs  - 
1,  additions  -  7,  chimneys  -  1,  roofing  -  1.  The  Building  Department  generated  over 
$28,000  in  revenue  in  2007  from  permits  fees  and  fines  as  necessary. 

The  Department  has  utilized  the  extra  time  investigating  and  resolving  many  code 
violations.  In  most  instances,  voluntary  compliance  was  obtained  from  the  property 
owners.  Most  notable  was  the  upgrade  of  Places  Mill  Road  by  the  Daniel  Webster 
Council  Boy  Scout  Camp,  which  was  a  condition  of  approval  by  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  overseen  by  the  Code  Enforcement  Officer.  The  Building  Department 
has  worked  closely  with  other  town  departments  such  as  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment,  Highway  Department,  Plarming  Board  and  Historic  District  Commission  to 
bring  properties  into  compliance.  Although  there  are  still  many  non-compliance  issues, 
this  Department  is  working  on  them  vigorously. 

Resulting  from  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  Zoning  Ordinance  Article  III. A.  in 
2007  regulating  Sanitary  Protection,  17  septic  systems  have  been  replaced  around  the 
town's  lakes  to  help  protect  water  quality. 

Please  remember  that  when  you  apply  for  a  building  permit  that  will  require  a  plumber  or 
electrician,  a  photocopy  of  their  practicing  license  will  be  required.  Thank  you  to  the 
residents  of  Gilmanton  and  the  many  Contractors  who  work  in  our  town,  for  their 
continued  support  and  compliance  with  Town  Ordinances  and  Regulations.

In  1 775  Mary  Butler  Eastman  became 
famous  for  her  ride  from  her 
wilderness  home  in  Gilmanton  to 
Cambridge  to  learn  the  fate  of  her 
husband  after  the  Battle  of  Bunker 
Hill,  hi  1918  a  chapter  of  the  D.A.R. 
was  organized  in  Laconia  and  named 
for  Mary  Butler,  one  whose  courage 
and  devotion  at  the  time  of  the  Battle 
of  Bunker  Hill  made  her  the  woman 
pre-eminent  in  the  locality  which  the 
chapter  would  serve.  In  1921  the 
D.A.R.  erected  a  boulder  on  the  site. 


In  1922  the  D.A.R.  acquired  ownership  of  the  10'  x  18'  site  from  the  abutting  landowner  Joseph 
Kitchen  and  in  1 963  established  a  trust  fund  with  the  Town  for  the  maintenance  of  the  site  located 
on  Mary  Butler  Lane  off  Rte  140  and  Currier  Hill  Road.  In  1988  the  Cemetery  Trustees  were 
entrusted  with  the  care  of  this  site  along  with  the  historic  Town  Pound. 

We  apologize  for  any  delay  in  getting  our  spring  maintenance  done  during  2007.  We're  very  glad 
to  report  that  Carl  Moorehead  has  returned  to  his  work  in  the  cemeteries  and  want  to  thank  Margo 
Healey  and  her  crew  for  pitching  in  and  helping  us  with  the  spring  cleanup.

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CLASS  VI  ROAD  COMMITTEE 

The  Class  VI  Road  Committee  was  established  in  the  spring  of  2006  as  a  collaborative 
effort  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Conservation  Commission,  Planning  Board,  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  and  community  volunteers.  The  initial  purpose  of  the  Committee 
was  to  gather  information  on  25  roads  in  town  designated  as  Class  VI.  Volunteers 
attended  Work  Sessions  on  a  monthly  basis,  walked  the  roads  on  evenings  and  weekends, 
took  inventory,  completed  wildlife  habitat  assessments  and  maintained  photographic 
logs.  Using  the  Town's  Master  Plan  and  Natural  Resource  Inventory  as  guidance,  this 
information  was  compiled  into  individual  road  files  and  then  transferred  onto  evaluation 
worksheets  for  future  reference. 

The  Committee  currently  consists  of  approximately  a  dozen  volunteers  and  is  in  the 
process  of  finalizing  the  project.  Based  on  the  findings,  a  recommendation  as  to  the 
future  use  of  the  individual  road  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Out  of  the 
25  roads  identified,  only  two  remain  to  be  inventoried  and  four  to  be  evaluated  for 
recommendation. 

Last  year,  a  Warrant  Article  to  change  the  status  of  Badger  Brook  Farm  Road  from  Class 
VI  to  Discontinued  passed  at  Town  Meeting.  Another  Warrant  Article  to  discontinue 
Brick  School  House  Lane  was  withdrawn  at  the  request  of  the  abutters.  In  the  upcoming 
year,  the  Committee  will  propose  a  draft  Class  VI  Road  Policy  to  the  Selectmen  for  their 
consideration  and  potential  adoption. 

The  Committee  typically  meets  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month.  Please  look  for  the 
meeting  notices  posted  at  the  Academy  and  the  Post  Offices,  in  The  Suncook  Valley  Sun, 
and  online  at  www.gilmantonnh.org.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Gilmanton  Conservation  Commission  was  established  in  1966  for  the  proper  use  and 
protection  of  the  Town's  natural  resources,  and  for  the  protection  of  its  watershed  resources.  As 
the  Town  has  grown  in  population,  so  has  the  task  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  It  is  a 
challenge  to  work  to  achieve  the  preservation  of  the  rural  atmosphere  and  the  conservation  of 
natural  resources  that  are  so  important  to  the  residents  of  Gilmanton. 

The  Gilmanton  Conservation  Commission's  activities  in  2007  have  been  numerous  and  diverse. 
Members  of  the  Commission  have  continued  to  be  active  participants  on  the  Class  VI  Roads 
Committee,  and  recommendations  have  been  completed  for  a  majority  of  these  roads.  In 
addition,  members  of  the  Commission  attend  most  Planning  Board  meetings  and  site  walks  in 
order  to  offer  advice  on  development  with  environmental  impacts.  All  subdivision  and  site  plan 
applications  are  reviewed  by  the  Commission  and  any  recommendations  regarding  natural 
resources  are  communicated  to  the  Planning  Board.  The  Commission  meets  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  concern  as  is  necessary. 

Land  protection  and  management  is  critical  to  the  protection  of  our  natural  resources  and  to  the 
continuation  of  the  rural  atmosphere  that  is  important  to  the  Town's  residents.  The  Town  owns 
or  holds  conservation  easements  on  over  80  lots,  half  of  which  are  less  than  an  acre  in  size.  The 
seven  Town  Forests  compose  a  significant  portion  of  Town-owned  conservation  land  and  the 
Commission  continues  to  focus  time  and  energy  on  their  management  and  to  working  with  the 
Town's  consulting  forester.  The  Thompson  Town  Forest  has  been  prepared  for  a  timber  harvest, 
hopefully,  in  the  winter  of  2008-2009.  Signs  summarizing  Gilmanton's  Town  Forest  Ordinance 
have  been  placed  at  the  entrances  to  all  of  the  Town  Forests. 

The  Town  received  gifts  of  two  conservation  easements  and  one  gift  of  land  in  2007.  Paul 
Stroud  donated  34.9  acres  on  Shellcamp  Road  to  the  Town  in  memory  of  his  late  wife,  Ella, 
This  parcel  has  considerable  undeveloped  road  frontage  and  protects  the  water  quality  of 
Shellcamp  Pond.  Town  Meeting  voted  in  March  to  sell  the  0.15-acre  Schoolhouse  Town  Forest 
to  Daniel  Webster,  an  abutter,  for  $1.  In  return  Mr.  Webster  placed  a  conservation  easement  on 
the  former  Town  Forest  as  well  as  approximately  9  acres  of  abutting  land,  conserving  the 
undeveloped  frontage  on  Brown's  Pond  and  NH  Route  129.  Newell  Bacon,  David  Bacon  and 
Janet  Garrison  gave  the  Town  a  conservation  easement  on  a  half  interest  in  2.4  acres  on  Pine 
Circle.  This  parcel  is  significant  because  of  its  location  over  the  highest  yield  sand  and  gravel 
aquifer  in  Gilmanton  and  it  abuts  another  Town-owned  parcel  that  has  been  conserved  as  a  future 
drinking  water  resource.  We  are  grateful  to  these  people  for  their  generosity. 

The  Conservation  Commission  collaborates  with  other  land  protection  groups  and  organizations 
such  as  the  Gilmanton  Land  Trust,  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests 
(SPNHF),  Five  Rivers  Conservafion  Trust  (5RCT)  and  the  recently  formed  Belknap  Range 
Conservation  Coalition  (BRCC).  Additional  land  in  Gilmanton  has  been  conserved  in  2007 
through  these  organizations.  Frank  Allen  donated  an  easement  on  210  acres  adjacent  to  the 
Cogswell  Mountain  Conservation  Area  to  SPNHF. 
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George  KcUey  and  Harriet  Kelley  donated  150  acres  of  land  on  Province  Road  to  SPNHF,  Tom 
Howe  and  Sarah  Thome  donated  a  conservation  easement  on  24.6  acres  on  Perkins  Road  to 
5RCT,  Nancy  Christie  donated  a  conservation  easement  on  13.7  acres  in  the  Comers  to  5RCT. 
The  Commission  thanks  these  organizations  and  their  generous  donors  for  working  to  keep 
Gilmanton  a  special  place. 

Education  and  public  outreach  is  an  important  task  for  the  Commission.  Informational  Articles 
have  been  placed  in  the  Suncook  Valley  Sun,  and  maps  and  handouts  are  available  at  the 
Academy  Building.  A  packet  of  information  about  land  protection  options  has  been  assembled 
and  is  available  to  anyone  who  is  interested.  The  Commission  also  works  with  individuals 
needing  assistance  with  wetland  questions;  wetland  permitting  and  shoreland  protection  and 
residents  should  not  hesitate  to  ask  for  this  advice.  It  is  much  easier  to  prevent  a  problem  than  to 
have  to  fix  it  after-the-fact. 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Legislature  approved  significant  changes  to  RSA  483-B,  the 
Comprehensive  Shoreland  Protection  Act  (CSPA)  in  2007  and  these  changes  become  effective 
April  1,  2008.  As  of  that  date  any  constmction,  excavation  or  filling  activifies  within  250'  of 
public  waters  will  require  a  State  Shoreland  Permit.  Public  waters  in  Gilmanton  include  Crystal 
Lake,  Gillan  Pond  (Nelson  Brook),  Loon  Pond,  Manning  Lake,  Meetinghouse  Pond,  Rocky 
Pond,  Rollins  Pond,  Sawyer  Lake  and  Shellcamp  Pond.  In  addition,  there  are  new  restrictions 
for  the  amount  of  impervious  surfaces,  different  septic  system  setbacks,  and  additional 
restrictions  regarding  removal  of  vegetation  within  50'  of  the  shore.  A  summary  of  these 
changes  is  available  at  the  Academy  Building.  The  Commission  plans  to  provide  additional 
information  as  it  becomes  available.  This  is  an  important  change  to  State  law  to  protect  the 
State's  water  resources. 

The  Conservation  Commission  may  consist  of  eleven  appointed  members  -  six  regular  members 
and  five  altemates.  The  Meetings  are  usually  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month. 
Minutes  and  agendas  are  posted  at  both  Post  Offices,  the  Town  Hall  and  on  the  Gilmanton 
website.  There  are  often  vacancies  on  the  Conservation  Commission.  In  addition,  the 
Commission  would  like  to  organize  a  group  of  volunteers  interested  in  doing  things  like  trail 
work,  signs,  assist  with  monitoring,  etc.,  but  who  don't  want  to  attend  meetings.  Please  contact 
either  the  Commission  or  the  Selectmen's  Office  (267-6700)  if  you  are  interested  in  becoming  a 
member  or  a  volunteer.

The  Gilmanton  Fire  Department  answered  623  calls  for  service  in  2007;  this  is  an 
increase  of  8%  from  2006.  The  dedicated  men  and  women  of  the  Gilmanton  Fire 
Department  logged  over  4,800  hours  of  responding  to  calls,  training  and  providing 
community  service  to  the  town.  All  personnel  are  dedicated  to  providing  the  best  service 
possible  to  the  residents  and  visitors  to  the  Town  of  Gilmanton. 

Due  to  tragedies  the  Fire  Department  was  involved  in  on  the  lakes  in  Gilmanton  in  2007, 
seven  members  of  the  department  participated  in  training  to  obtain  their  certification  in 
Ice  Rescue.  This  training  was  conducted  in-house  and  five  members  achieved  Technician 
Level  Certification,  while  two  achieved  Operations  Level  Training. 

The  Fire  Department  received  the  donation  of  a  new  boat  from  the  Firemen's 
Association.  This  was  accomplished  by  the  memorial  donations  for  Leo  Trottier  and  by 
the  generous  residents  of  Gilmanton.  The  designation  for  the  new  boat  is  9  Boat  1. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you,  the  residents  of  Gilmanton,  for  supporting  our  2007  warrant 
articles.  With  your  generosity,  we  were  afforded  the  opportunity  to  refurbish  Engine  2, 
which  will  extend  its  functional  time  with  the  department.  This  Engine  is  expected  to  be 
back  in  service  by  mid-February.  We  were  also  able  to  replace  the  garage  and  entry-level 
doors  at  the  Iron  Works  Fire  Station. 

We  are  again  asking  for  support  with  our  2008  warrant  article,  which  includes  replacing 
the  cots  and  stair  chairs  for  the  two  ambulances  that  service  the  Town  of  Gilmanton. 

The  Department  is  always  looking  for  dedicated  people  to  serve.  If  interested,  please 
stop  by  and  speak  with  your  Fire  and  Emergency  Medical  professionals.  The  Department 
would  also  like  to  thank  all  other  town  departments  and  organizations  for  their  assistance 
during  2007. 

The  Fire  Department  recommends  cleaning  your  chimney  once  a  year  and  changing  the 
batteries  in  your  smoke  detectors  twice  a  year.  We  also  recommend  that  your  home  have 
a  carbon  monoxide  detector.

In  2007,  The  Office  of  Emergency  Management  accomplished  its  goal  of  placing  a 
generator  at  the  Iron  Works  Fire  Station.  This  was  accomplished  with  the  receipt  of  a 
grant  from  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Homeland  Security  and  Emergency 
Management.  This  equipment  allows  us  to  fully  operate  as  an  EOC  (Emergency 
Operations  Center)  in  the  event  of  a  power  outage. 

The  Director  is  continuing  to  work  with  the  Lakes  Region  Partnership  for  Public  Health 
and  representatives  from  local  jurisdictions  to  put  an  All  Hazards  plan  in  place  to  be  used 
in  the  event  of  a  regional  or  local  public  health  concern.  This  entire  process  has  been 
grant-funded  with  little  or  no  cost  to  the  municipalities.  This  organization  has  also 
successfully  put  together  a  Community  Emergency  Response  Team  that  will  assist  all 
member  communities,  if  needed.  If  interested  in  the  program,  please  contact  this  office. 

At  this  time  we  are  awaiting  confirmation  from  the  State  of  NH  to  confirm  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton's  membership  in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  (NPIP).  This 
program  allows  residents  in  flood  prone  areas  of  town  to  obtain  flood  insurance 
protection  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Membership  in  this  program  also  allows  the  town  to 
receive  federal  funds  in  the  event  that  any  of  the  designated  areas  are  damaged  by 
flooding.  There  is  no  cost  to  the  town  for  joining  this  program.  I  would  like  to  thank  you 
for  your  support  of  the  2007  Warrant  Articles  supporting  the  NFIP. 

The  Emergency  Management  Director  has  also  begun  to  work  with  representatives  from 
the  school  and  other  town  agencies  to  organize  an  Emergency  Response  Plan  for  the 
Gilmanton  School,  which  will  be  required  by  2009. 

I  encourage  any  resident  needing  information  on  emergency  planning  to  contact  your 
local  Emergency  Management  Agency  or  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Homeland  Security  and  Emergency  Management.  Emergency  planning  information  can 
also  be  obtained  at  www.fema.gov.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Lee  Gardner,  Gilmanton  Fire  Department,  and  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  work  collaboratively  to  reduce  the  risk 
and  frequency  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  please  contact 
your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  determine  if  a  permit  is  required 
before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit  is 
required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning 
of  household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DES 
at  1-800-498-6868  or  ww^.des. state. nh. us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning 
requires  diligence  and  responsibility.  Help  us  to  protect  New  Hampshire's  forest 
resources.

Fire  activity  was  very  busy  during  the  spring  of  the  2007,  particularly  late  April  into  early 
May.  As  the  forests  and  fields  greened  up  in  later  May  the  fire  danger  decreased. 
However,  a  very  dry  late  summer  created  very  high  fire  danger  again  from  August  into 
September,  with  fire  danger  reaching  very  high  on  Labor  Day  weekend.  Even  with  the 
dry  conditions,  the  acreage  burned  was  less  than  half  that  of  2006.  The  largest  forest  fire 
during  the  2007  season  burned  approximately  26  acres  on  the  side  of  Wantastiquet 
Mountain  in  Chesterfield  during  the  month  of  May.  Our  statewide  system  of  16  fire 
lookout  towers  is  credited  with  keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several  structures  this 
season  due  to  their  quick  and  accurate  spotting  capabilities.  Many  homes  in  New 
Hampshire  are  located  in  the  wildland  urban  interface,  which  is  the  area  where  homes 
and  flammable  wildland  fuels  intermix.  Several  of  the  fires  during  the  2007  season 
threatened  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  forest  fires  bum  more  than  just  trees. 
Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  a  wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their 
home.  Precautions  include  keeping  your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine 
needles,  and  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable 
materials.  Additional  information  and  homeowner  recommendations  are  available  at 
wwu'.firewise.org.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fire  department  and  the  state's 
Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  wise  and  fire  safe!

Continuing  board  members  are  Meg  Nighswander  and  Tom 
Howe. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Rainbo  Fish  and  Game  Club  for  hosting  our  annual  meeting  in 
November  at  their  lodge  on  Crystal  Lake. 

2007  saw  many  special  places  in  Gilmanton  conserved  as  open  space  and  many  are  open 
for  pedestrian  recreation.  Gilmanton  Land  Trust  has  cooperated  with  the  Gilmanton 
Conservation  Commission,  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  and 
Five  Rivers  Land  Trust,  a  regional  land  trust  which  holds  conservation  easements  in  a 
number  of  towns  in  central  New  Hampshire.  The  Trust  continues  to  explore  conservation 
of  a  major  property  on  Crystal  Lake  with  cooperation  from  many  property  owners  in  the 
area. 

Members  of  the  Gilmanton  Land  Trust  are  working  with  the  Belknap  Range  Conservation 
Coalition  to  expand  conservation  in  the  area,  including  the  Towns  of  Belmont,  Gilford 
and  Alton  as  well  as  Gilmanton. 

The  year  saw  the  addition  of  210  acres  to  the  Cogswell  Mountain  Conservation  Area;  a 
gift  from  Daniel  Webster  of  a  conservation  easement  protecting  the  shoreline  of  Brown's 
(Schoolhouse)  Pond  in  Lower  Gilmanton;  xx  acres  on  Perkins  Road  protected  by  an 
easement  held  by  Five  Rivers  Land  Trust,  donated  by  Tom  Howe  and  Sarah  Thome;  a  14 
acre  tract  in  Gilmanton  Comer,  including  a  major  beaver  pond  and  open  field,  easement 
held  by  Five  Rivers  Land  Tmst.  George  Kelley  and  Harriet  Kelley  donated  significant 
parcels  fronting  on  Route  107  in  Lower  Gilmanton  to  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
New  Hampshire  Forests.  Paul  Stroud  donated  to  the  Town  a  34.9  acre  tract,  in  the 
Shellcamp  watershed,  in  memory  of  his  wife  Ella. 

Gilmanton  is  fortunate  to  have  many  properties  open  to  pedestrian  recreation.  Other 
types  of  recreational  uses,  including  snowmobiling,  may  be  available  with  express 
permission  from  property  owners.  Hikers  and  cross-country  skiers  continue  to  enjoy  the 
Jones  Farm  property  off  Loon  Pond  Road,  as  well  as  the  Cogswell  Mountain  property  off 
Route  140  and  other  areas  protected  by  easements  or  owned  by  conservation 
organizations.

I  would 
also  like  to  thank  the  Fire  Department,  as  well  as  the  Police  Department  for  their  help 
throughout  the  year. 

Again  this  year  we  had  severe  rainstorms  in  the  spring  with  much  roadwork  to  follow.

The  year  2007  saw  dramatic  progress  toward  completion  of  the 
building  that  will  be  Gilmanton' s  first  year-round  library.  The 
1790s  bam,  dismantled  and  moved  from  North  Hampton  and 
reconstructed  on  the  site  opposite  the  Gilmanton  School,  is  being 
transformed  into  an  inviting  library  for  all  of  the  Town's  residents. 

In  August  townsfolk  joined  us  for  an  ice  cream  social  and  "meet  the  author"  event  in  the  library 
building.

Since  summer,  we  have  seen  completion  of  plumbing,  wiring,  septic  system,  insulation,  wall- 
boarding,  plastering,  and  painting.  We  have  selected  carpet  and  furnishings,  and  expect  to  see 
them  installed  by  the  end  of  2008. 

Area  businesses  have  joined  more  than  500  individual  donors  to  make  all  of  this  progress 
possible.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  local  business  folk  who  have  contributed  "in  kind"  or  at 
cost  services  and  materials.  Fund  raising  efforts  continue  as  we  approach  our  goal  to  complete 
the  building  and  seek  endowment  to  support  operation  of  the  library.

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GILMANTON  PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

The  Gilmanton  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  continues  to  work  diligently  to  sustain 
and  conserve  the  authentic  design  of  Crystal  Lake  Park. 

Last  year  projects  included  renewing  and  restoring  many  of  the  buildings  and  grounds 
features.  The  final  touches  were  made  to  the  bandstand  with  treatments  placed  onto  the 
special  wood  used.  A  new  fiberglass  flagpole  was  erected  beside  the  bandstand  and  it  is 
now  maintenance  free.  Flower  barrels  were  placed  beside  the  structure.  New  wiring  was 
also  completed.  The  bathhouse  received  new  paint,  greenery  and  foliage.  The  leach  field 
was  capped  and  new  grass  should  appear  in  the  spring.  Erosion  to  the  beach  area  has 
been  repaired  and  restored  to  it's  original  condition.  Fencing  was  continued  from  the  end 
of  the  ball  field  to  the  parking  lot.  Minor  roof  repairs  were  made  to  the  pole  bam  and 
garage  areas.  New  bases  were  purchased  and  reset  onto  the  baseball  diamond. 

There  was  an  increased  amount  of  people  utilizing  the  park  for  picnics,  weddings, 
company  outings,  birthday  parties,  family  reunions  or  just  a  day  at  the  beach.  The  school 
Softball  team  and  the  town's  co-ed  softball  league  gather  for  competitive  games.  The 
PTA  hosts  a  social  at  the  end  of  summer  to  acquaint  new  families  (and  old)  in  the  town  to 
the  available  organizations  of  our  community  and  to  introduce  school  staff  and 
administration. 

People  look  forward  to  our  annual  events  -  the  Fourth  of  July  festivities  and  the  Labor 
Day  celebration.  All  who  attend  enjoy  food,  amusements,  entertainment,  excitement  and 
fireworks. 

In  addition  to  planning  these  events,  the  department  is  kept  busy  with  vandalism  that 
occurs  at  the  park,  which  continues  to  plague  the  buildings,  equipment  and  grounds. 
Many  hours  are  spent  repairing  and  replacing  equipment  and  materials  damaged  by 
vandals.  Two  wooden  doors  and  doorframes  had  to  be  replaced,  as  well  as  several  picnic 
tables.  The  wooden  windows  in  the  pole  bam  have  been  continually  broken  into. 
Flowers  placed  in  the  barrel  containers  have  been  cut  and  pulled  out.  Graffiti  is  also 
becoming  more  of  a  problem.  We  encourage  anyone  to  come  forward  with  information 
to  help  put  a  stop  to  these  practices. 

We  will  continue  to  serve  the  residents  of  Gilmanton  to  achieve  and  maintain  the  mstic 
beauty  of  the  park  and  we  wish  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  that  help  to  accomplish  this.

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GILMANTON  PLANNING  BOARD 


It  was  another  active  year  for  the  Planning  Board  with  a  total  of  23  applications  processed 
in  2007.  These  included  six  applications  for  Boundary  Line  Adjustment,  one  for  Site 
Plan  Review  and  ten  boundary  surveys  that  were  submitted  for  recording  purposes  only. 
The  Planning  Board  processed  six  Subdivision  applications,  which  resulted  in  the 
creation  of  eight  new  building  lots  in  town. 

The  Town's  Growth  Management  Ordinance  (GMO)  adopted  by  Town  Meeting  in  March 
2005  placed  a  cap  on  building  permits  for  new  single-family  dwelling  units  per  year  and 
allowed  for  42  building  permits  in  2007.  Out  of  the  42  permits  available,  19  were  issued 
for  new  homes.  In  accordance  with  the  GMO,  surplus  permits  cannot  be  utilized  or  added 
into  the  annual  limitation  for  the  following  year;  therefore,  the  remaining  permits  will  not 
be  rolled  over  into  the  number  of  building  permits  allocated  for  2008.  The  number 
allowed  for  this  year  is  42. 

The  Planning  Board  has  proposed  one  Zoning  Amendment  for  this  year's  Town  Meeting 
ballot.  At  the  request  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Planning  Board  revised  the 
language  of  Article  VE  regulating  Non-Conforming  Lots,  Uses  and  Structures  by  means 
of  two  Work  Sessions  and  two  Public  Hearings.  Amendment  #1  on  the  ballot  asks  voters 
if  they  are  in  favor  of  adopting  language  to  clarify  provisions  relating  to  the  increase  or 
enlargement  of  a  non-conforming  use  or  structure;  the  repair,  rebuilding  or  replacement 
of  a  non-conforming  structure  that  is  destroyed  by  fire  or  rendered  unusable  may  be 
repaired,  rebuilt  or  replaced,  and;  building  a  structure  on  a  pre-existing  non-conforming 
lot.  The  proposed  language  will  also  include  that  construction  permitted  under  Article 
VII  must  comply  with  all  State  laws  and  regulations,  specifically  the  Comprehensive 
Shoreland  Protection  Act  (RSA  483-B). 

In  the  upcoming  year,  the  Board  will  be  holding  Work  Sessions  to  address  required 
updates  to  the  Site  Plan  and  Subdivision  Regulations,  continue  working  toward 
establishing  an  Aquifer  Protection  Overlay  District  and  finalizing  more  comprehensive, 
digitized  zoning  maps.  The  Land  Use  staff  is  also  working  diligently  to  get  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Regulations  posted  on  the  town  website  to  make  this 
information  more  accessible  to  citizens. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7  p.m.  in 
the  Conference  Room  at  the  Gilmanton  Academy.  The  public  is  welcome  to  attend. 
Agendas  are  published  in  The  Citizen,  The  Suncook  Valley  Sun  and/or  77?^  Laconia  Daily 
Sun,  posted  at  both  Post  Offices  and  on  the  Town  website  at  www.gilmantonnh.ore.

In  August  there  were  two  positions  opened  for  part-time  police  officers.  After 
interviewing  candidates  through  the  hiring  process,  Adam  Batstone  and  Evan  Boulanger 
accepted  the  positions.  Both  were  previously  employed  with  Marine  Patrol  and  are  part- 
time  certified  police  officers.  We  are  very  fortunate  to  find  two  such  outstanding 
candidates.  Welcome  aboard  Adam  and  Evan.  In  November,  Officer  Boulanger  filled 
one  of  the  openings  for  a  full-dme  position.  He  will  be  attending  the  police  academy's 
full-time  officer's  winter  session  in  Concord.

In  June  a  handicap 
ramp  to  the  entryway  of  the  police  department  was  added  as  well  as  a  security  glass 
window  to  the  countertop  and  a  metal  door  to  the  reception  area  for  the  protection  of  the 
receptionist,  staff  and  clientele  The  interior  was  repainted  with  new  and  brightening 
colors.  Please  feel  free  to  stop  in  and  ask  an  officer  for  a  tour  so  that  you  may  see  our 
improvements. 

In  2006,  I  initiated  contact  with  the  University  of  New  Hampshire's  "CAR  54"  project 
and  was  placed  on  a  long  waiting  list  of  police  departments  to  receive  the  CAR  54 
system.  This  system,  also  known  as  "PROJECT  54",  is  a  system  developed  by  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  to  enable  an  officer  to  activate  their  lights  and  siren 
without  taking  their  hands  off  the  steering  wheel  or  their  eyes  off  the  roadway. 
Gilmanton  has  finally  made  it  to  the  top  of  the  list  and  our  cruisers  will  be  equipped  with 
the  project  CAR  54  in  the  very  near  future.  If  it  appears  that  Gilmanton  officers  are 
talking  to  themselves  in  their  cruisers,  they  actually  may  be  talking  to  their  computer! 
Please  feel  free  to  ask  an  officer  for  a  demonstration. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  in  saying,  "Thank  You"  to  our  citizens,  elected  and  volunteer 
officials,  as  well  as  all  the  town  departments  for  supporting  the  police  department.  A 
special  thank  you  to  our  Administrative  Asst./Dispatcher  Robin  Bonan  for  her 
commitment  and  conscientiousness. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  manpower  at  times  during  2007,  the  officers  did  an  outstanding 
job  working  long  shifts  for,  what  seemed,  endless  weeks.  I  cannot  go  without  expressing 
my  gratitude  to  the  staff  of  the  police  department,  who  continually  show  steadfast 
dedication  and  unwavering  professionalism  in  serving  this  community  and  the  Gilmanton 
police  department. 

As  your  Chief  of  Police,  I  pledge  to  continue  to  keep  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  a  safe  and 
welcoming  community  for  everyone  to  live,  visit  and  enjoy. 

I  would  also  like  to  extend  thanks  from  the  Gilmanton  Police  Department,  to  the  men  and 
women  serving  to  defend  our  freedom  and  our  great  country.

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RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 

The  Gilmanton  Recycling  Committee  has  been  gathering  information  this  year  and 
monitoring  the  Town's  recychng  progress.  At  the  2007  Town  Meeting  voters  rejected  a 
"pay-as-you-throw"  program  and  asked  to  have  another  year  to  see  if  improvements 
could  be  made  in  voluntary  recycling. 

In  the  Meantime  the  Concord  Regional  Solid  Waste  Resource  Recovery  Cooperative,  of 
which  we  are  a  member  town  and  that  operates  the  incinerator  in  Penacook  to  which  we 
send  our  compactor  trash,  has  approached  Gilmanton  with  the  concept  of  Single  Stream 
Recycling.  Single  Stream  Recycling  means  putting  household  recyclables  all  into  one 
place  rather  than  separating  it  as  we  do  now.  The  household  recyclables  they  will  accept 
include:  all  paper,  aluminum  cans,  tin  cans,  glass  and  plastics  1  through  7.  The  Concord 
Coop  is  planning  to  have  single  stream  recycling  operational  by  January  2009.  We  are 
looking  to  see  if  it  would  increase  voluntary  recycling  sufficiently  to  offset  the  reduced 
revenues  from  not  separating.  Several  alterations  would  be  required  in  our  recycling 
facility,  along  with  some  additional  equipment  purchases,  to  accommodate  single  stream 
recycling.  Modifications  and  equipment  purchases  need  to  be  factored  into  the  economic 
equation.  The  committee  wants  to  ensure  that  any  recommendation  it  makes  is  in  the  best 
economic  interest  of  the  Town. 

Gilmanton  has  come  a  long  way  in  its  recycling  and  has  been  receiving  benefits  in  two 
ways.  First  is  the  cost  avoidance.  That  is,  we  do  not  have  to  pay  for  incineration  of 
material  that  does  not  go  into  the  compactor.  Secondly,  we  have  been  receiving  income 
for  the  Town  from  the  recycled  materials.  We  have  been  fortunate  that,  through  the 
efforts  of  our  recycling  personnel,  we  have  been  receiving  top  dollar  for  our  recycled 
materials.  The  committee  wants  to  ensure  that  any  recommendations  it  makes  are  in  the 
best  long-term  interests  of  our  Town. 

We  urge  everyone  to  recycle,  it  will  save  our  tax  dollars.  Remember  "cost  avoidance" 
and  "income"  from  materials  recycled  equals  less  tax  dollars  needed.

SOLID  WASTE  RECYCLING  FACILITY 


Our  tonnage  to  Concord  Regional  Solid  Waste  Facility  in  Penacook  decreased  in  2007 
from  2006.  We  are  contributing  this  to  the  residents  of  Gilmanton  recycling  more  of  their 
trash.  The  Town  has  seen  the  benefit  of  this  by  having  received  $57,817.00  dollars  in 
revenue  from  those  recyclables. 

We  want  to  thank  everybody  for  being  patient  through  out  the  year  when  we  have  had  to 
close  early  due  to  the  fact  that  the  compactor  was  full.  We  have  asked  our  commercial 
hauler  in  town  to  change  the  days  that  he  delivers  his  trash  to  the  facility  and  this  has 
aided  in  limiting  the  number  of  times  that  we  have  had  to  close.  We  hope  that  this  has  not 
been  too  much  of  an  inconvenience.  When  the  compactor  is  full,  you  are  still  able  to 
deposit  your  recyclables  at  the  facility.  Just  a  reminder  that  the  more  items  recycled 
leaves  more  room  in  the  compactor  for  those  items  that  cannot  be  recycled,  aiding  in  not 
having  the  compactor  becoming  full. 

We  also  ask  for  your  help  in  making  sure  that  all  electronics  are  disposed  of  properly. 
These  items  cannot  go  in  the  compactor.  They  have  to  be  disposed  of  separately  and  we 
have  a  special  container  for  these  items.  There  is  a  fee  for  these  items,  because  it  costs  the 
Town  to  dispose  of  them. 

We  would  like  to  say  Thanks  to  those  individuals  that  have  left  useable  items  in  the 
FREE  ROOM  as  well  as  used  building  materials  that  we  have  made  use  of.  This  has 
allowed  us  to  insulate  the  building  and  to  slowly  cover  the  interior  walls  at  no  other  cost 
than  labor  of  installing  the  items. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Douglas  Kapplain,  Fred  Zajchowski,  Tom  Teague,  and  Justin 
Leavitt  for  the  hard  work  throughout  the  year  in  all  weather  conditions.

We  are  happy  to  report  to  all  member  communities  that  2007  marked  our  eighteenth 
complete  year  of  successful  operations.  Some  items  of  interest  follow: 

The  2008  budget  reflects  a  tipping  fee  of  $42.55  per  ton.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
$0.05/ton. 

A  total  of  134,358  tons  of  Co-op  waste  was  delivered  to  the  Wheelabrator  facility  this 
year.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  1 1,228  tons  from  2006. 

A  total  of  60,562  tons  of  ash  were  delivered  to  the  Franklin  ash  monofill  for  disposal.  The 
ash  landfill  continues  to  operate  very  well.  Phase  III  Stage  V  is  being  filled  at  this  time. 
Phase  rV  construction  has  been  completed  and  will  provide  disposal  capacity  through 
2009.  The  Phase  V  permit  has  been  approved.  We  expect  construction  to  start  in  2008. 

The  Joint  Board  has  approved  the  continued  exploration  of  the  idea  of  building  a  single 
stream  recycling  facility  to  improve  recycling  rates.  The  Co-op  has  visited  several  single 
stream  facilities  and  has  contacted  many  communities  in  an  effort  to  determine  interest  in 
joining  with  the  Co-op  in  this  effort.  A  final  decision  is  expected  to  be  made  in  May  of 
2008. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK/TAX  COLLECTOR 


It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  serve  the  citizens  of  Gihnanton  in  the  capacity  of  Town 
Clerk/Tax  Collector,  Deputy  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  and  Assistant  Deputy  Town 
Clerk/Tax  Collector. 

The  office  of  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  is  responsible  for  planning,  organizing  and 
directing  the  daily  combination  of  two  official  functions  of  Town  Government.  It  is  our 
goal  to  provide  citizens  with  accurate  and  vital  information,  as  well  as  an  accurate 
accounting  of  the  revenues  collected  for  both  offices. 

We  deal  with  and  report  to  the  Department  of  Safety:  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles,  Title 
Bureau,  Financial  Responsibility,  and  Department  of  Highway  Enforcement.  We  are  also 
accountable  to  the  Vital  Records  Bureau,  Secretary  of  State's  Office,  Attorney  General's 
Office,  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  and  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal 
Association  Local  Government  Center  (LGC). 

The  Town  Clerk's  job  function  includes  a  vast  number  of  responsibilities.  Our  busiest 
function  is  that  of  registering  and  titling  motor  vehicles.  In  the  year  2007  we  processed 
approximately  5,756  registrations,  realizing  a  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  vehicles 
registered  by  1 16.  The  total  dollar  amount  of  collections  for  motor  vehicles  decreased, 
by  approximately  $  1 8,63 1  in  revenue. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  titles  vehicles  for  15  years.  Starting  January  1,  2008, 
titling  of  vehicles  will  be  from  1994  to  present.  Please  remember  that  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  has  changed  the  procedure  for  registering  (new  to  you)  non-titled  vehicles  and 
trailers.  For  (new)  non-titled  vehicles  you  must  present  a  bill  of  sale  with  one  of  the 
following  supportive  documents:  a  copy  of  the  previous  owner's  New  Hampshire 
registration;  or  the  previous  owner's  Title/Certificate  of  Origin;  or  a  TDMV19A 
YIN  Verification  form. 

In  late  October,  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  finally  went  online  with  the  Department  of 
Safety,  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  MAAP  program.  This  office  is  now  able  to  process 
vehicles  up  to  26,000  GVWR  as  well  as  renew  late  vehicles  (more  than  90  days  past  due) 
as  well  as  issue  vanity  and  conservation  plates  enabling  us  to  make  it  more  convenient  in 
the  processing  of  residents'  vehicles,  motorcycles,  trailers,  etc.  The  DMV  still  limits  our 
functions  in  fully  processing  changes  in  leased  vehicles;  however,  we  were  told  that  is 
another  function  to  be  added  for  the  clerks  to  be  able  to  complete  in  the  future.  E-Reg 
(renewing  your  registration  on-line)  is  catching  on!  The  amount  of  vehicles  processed 
electronically  has  nearly  doubled  from  last  year. 

You  may  get  current  information  for  all  Town  departments,  boards,  committees, 
organizations,  community  events  on  the  Town's  website:  www.gilmantonnh.org.  In 
February  of  2008,  the  new  website  (with  the  same  address)  will  become  available.  It  will 
continue  to  be  under  construction  while  we  continue  to  enter  data. 
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Unfortunately,  we  did  have  to  start  from  ground  zero  and  I  do  mean  "we"!  All 
departments  will  be  maintaining  their  information  on  the  website.  Our  thanks  to  all  of 
you  for  your  patience  and  understanding;  the  new  site  will  be  worth  the  wait!  If  you  have 
any  questions,  suggestions,  or  comments,  please  let  us  know. 

The  Town  Clerk  serves  as  custodian  of  town  records  and  their  preservation.  Thank  you 
for  your  help  by  supporting  the  new  vault  and  the  preservation  in  which  the  Town's 
records  are  being  transferred  and  stored  in  proper  containers  and  files.  The  job  is  tedious 
and  time-consuming  but  will  be  worth  the  effort  when  all  records  are  properly  stored  and 
catalogued  enabling  all  town  records  to  be  researched  easily  and  for  many  years  into  the 
future.  Through  the  efforts  of  applying  for  the  Vital  Records  Preservation  Grants  for  City 
and  Town  Clerk,  the  Gilmanton  Town  Clerk's  Office  received  $10,000  of  grant  monies 
from  the  state  which  allowed  us  to  purchase  the  shelving,  temperature/humidity  gauges, 
de-humidifier,  acid-free  folders,  separators,  archival  boxes  and  to  have  some  of  our  vital 
records  preserved  and  rebound. 

In  September  of  2007,  the  Town  Clerk  also  applied  for  the  Conservation  License  Plate 
Grant  Award  in  which  the  town  also  became  the  recipient  of  $1,740  for  the  restorafion  of 
historic  Gilmanton  Cemetery  Maps.  Our  goal  is  to  have  Gilmanton's  historical  and 
permanent  records  stored  and  preserved  to  be  available  for  future  generations. 

The  Town  Clerk  is  also  responsible  for  the  planning,  organizing  and  directing  of  all  town, 
state  and  federal  elections.  Accepting  filings  for  town  and  state  office,  in  addition  to 
preparing  and  arranging  to  have  town  ballots  printed  for  town  and  school  elected  officials 
as  well  as  any  zoning/planning  questions  and  petitioned  articles  specifically  directed  by 
RSA  to  be  on  the  official  ballot.  Serving  as  an  election  official  at  the  polls;  preparing  and 
handling  absentee  ballots;  assisting  the  Moderator  with  official  election  tallying  and 
official  election  results;  and  the  recording  and  reporting  of  the  same  with  the  Secretary  of 
State's  Office  and  the  local  and  AP  networks.  The  Clerk  records:  Utility  Pole  Permits; 
Articles  of  Agreement  (filings  for  non-profit);  Oaths  of  Office  and  Appointments; 
Sheriffs  writs;  UCC's;  IRS  and  other  lien  attachments;  and  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Wetlands  Applications.  This  office  also  offers  the  services  of  Notary  Public  and  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

The  Secretary  of  State's  Office  deployed  the  Help  America  Vote  Act  (HAVA),  working 
with  the  towns  and  cities  to  create  a  statewide  voter  registration  database.  The  Secretary 
of  State  Office's  big  project,  implemented  in  2006,  was  the  statewide  voter  registration 
system  utilized  for  the  State  Primary  and  State  General  Elections.  Each  town  received  a 
fax  machine/phone/headset  for  disabled  voters,  ensuring  compliance  with  HAVA.  The 
ElectioNet  system  enables  election  officials  to  verify  new  registrations  and  check  for 
duplicate  voter  registrations  elsewhere  in  the  system.  Local  officials  control  all  voter 
registration;  HAVA  requires  the  storage  of  an  electronic  record  of  each  voter  in  a 
computer  system  managed  at  the  state  level.

In  addition,  this  office  is  responsible  for  the  recording  and  preparation  of  data  and 
documentation  for  marriage  licenses  and,  in  the  event  of  the  occasional  home  birth,  the 
Clerk  prepares  the  birth  certificate.  We  are  using  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  States, 
Vital  Records  Bureau  Internet  program,  NHVRIN.  This  means  that  we  now  provide  the 
service  of  printing  certificates  for  Birth  (from  1988  -  present);  Death  (from  1990  - 
present);  Marriage  (from  1989  -  present);  Divorce  from  1990  to  present*  (*within  six 
months  of  the  search  date).  This  is  an  important  function,  provided  in  the  Clerk's  office. 
We  are  responsible  for  preparation,  certification,  issuance  and  filing  of  vital  statistics 
copies  (marriage,  births,  deaths  and  divorce)  in  accordance  with  state  law.  Added  to  our 
functions  for  vital  records  as  of  December  10,  2007,  were  intentions  for  civil  unions; 
licenses  for  civil  unions  became  legal  as  of  January  1,  2008  as  well  as  the  dissolution  of 
civil  unions. 

We  thank  all  those  with  dogs  for  remembering  to  annually  license  their  dog(s)  with  a 
current  rabies  certificate.  Dog  licenses  are  due  by  the  end  of  April  every  year.  In 
January  of  2008  dog  tags  will  be  available!  If  your  dog(s)  rabies  shots  are  current,  come 
on  in  and  register  your  dog(s)!  In  2007,  One  Thousand  Sixty  dog  tags  were  issued!  Please 
remember  that  in  accordance  with  RSA  466:1,  you  must  have  your  dog(s)  registered  on 
an  annual  basis  by  April  30"^.  As  per  RSA  466:7  &.  RSA  466:13-14,  fines  will  be  accrued 
as  of  June  1st.  Place  a  picture  of  your  dog(s)  on  your  calendar  in  the  month  of  April  as  a 
reminder!  More  information  as  to  the  fees  and  laws  for  dog  licensing  can  be  found  on  the 
Town  Website. 

The  Tax  Collector  is  responsible  for  accepting  warrants  and  collecting  revenue  for 
property,  yield  tax  (timber),  excavation  gravel  taxes,  and  current  use  (land  use  change) 
penalties.  Records  for  the  collection  of  taxes  are  kept  in  a  format,  which  is  set  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  and  remitted  to  the  Town  Treasurer  on  a  weekly  basis  for  all 
taxes,  due  and  all  revenues  collected,  abated,  and  refunded.  We  also  report  uncollected 
taxes,  and  manage  the  process  of  setting  the  dates  for  carrying  out  the  tax  lien  and  tax 
deed  processes,  making  the  proper  recordings  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  as  required  by 
RSA's  in  the  tax  procedure  laws.  Our  work  requires  interoffice  communication  with  the 
Assessing  Department  in  regard  to  property  changes.  Other  duties  include  responding  to 
inquiries  from  banks,  tax  service  companies,  mortgage  companies,  attorney's  offices  and 
the  general  public.  We  strive  to  provide  these  services  in  a  courteous  and  professional 
manner. 

Annual  workshops  and  conferences,  sponsored  by  NHTCA  and  the  NHCTCA  (New 
Hampshire  Tax  Collectors  &  City  and  Town  Clerks  Association)  and  DRA  (Department 
of  Revenue),  allow  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  to  learn  the  town  clerk  and  tax 
collecting  processes  and  to  stay  current  with  any  changes  in  laws  and  procedures. 
Attending  such  conferences,  classes  and  workshops  is  important,  not  only  for  learning 
changes  and  modifications  to  laws  and  procedures  and  receiving  legislative  updates,  but 
also  for  networking  with  collectors  and  clerks  from  other  cities  and  towns,  who  then 
become  part  of  our  "support  system". 
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Of  interest  for  2008:  making  online  property  tax  payments.  Due  to  the  overwhelming 
inquires  as  to  paying  by  credit  card  and  onhne,  there  will  be  a  warrant  article  at  Town 
Meeting  to  accept  online  credit  card  payments  for  property  taxes.  Your  tax  collector  and 
our  vendor,  BMSI  (the  software  company  for  our  tax  program)  as  well  as  with  TD 
Banknorth  (he  town's  bank),  will  both  work  with  a  third  party  company,  MCC  One 
Source,  to  enable  our  residents  to  pay  their  property  tax  bills  online  by  credit  card  or 
routing/account  numbers  of  checking  or  savings  on  a  secure  site.  Pending  passage  of  the 
article,  we  will  look  forward  to  implementing  this  feature  for  the  taxpayers'  convenience. 

We  take  great  pride  in  our  jobs  and  will  continue  to  strive  to  provide  the  community  with 
service  in  an  efficient,  caring,  professional  and  courteous  manner.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 


The  Zoning  Board  had  a  very  interesting  year  in  2007.  The  Selectmen  appointed  Rachel 
Hatch,  Wayne  Gray  and  Adam  Gilbert  to  serve  as  three  new  alternate  members  to  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment.  We  are  happy  to  have  Wendy  Keane,  our  Land  Use  Clerk, 
assisting  the  Board  and  members  of  the  public  with  zoning  applications. 

Many  of  our  Board  members  participated  in  several  classes  this  year  including  the  annual 
training  session  and  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series.  Zoning  laws  change  all  the  time 
and  it  is  in  the  Town's  best  interest  to  stay  current  with  any  new  issues. 

The  Board's  caseload  for  the  year  consisted  of  42  applications.  The  Board  members 
spent  many  late  nights  hearing  and  deliberating  the  cases  so  that  they  could  be  decided 
fairly.  There  were  14  applications  for  Special  Exception  and  28  Variance  applications 
this  year  along  with  several  case  continuances.  Of  the  14  applications  for  Special 
Exception,  all  14  were  granted;  and  23  of  the  28  Variances  were  approved. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  meets  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  7  PM  at 
the  Academy  Building.  Our  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  always  welcome 
input.  Zoning  cases  are  interesting  and  at  times  complicated.  Comments  from  abutters 
and  concerned  citizens  are  helpful  to  the  Board  in  making  decisions.  Bridging  the  gap 
between  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  the  desires  of  the  landowner  is 
always  very  challenging. 

As  Chairman,  I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  all  the  Board  members  for  their  hard 
work  and  dedication  throughout  the  year.  Their  commitment  to  serve  the  community  in  a 
volunteer  capacity  is  outstanding.

Lakes  Region  Community  Services  (LRCS)  is  the  state  designated  Area  Agency  responsible  for 
serving  the  diverse  needs  of  individuals  and  families  of  all  ages  living  with  developmental 
disabilities  or  acquired  brain  disorders  residing  in  Belknap  and  Southern  Grafton  Counties  of 
New  Hampshire. 

LRCS  offers  total  family  support  services  designed  to  enhance  quality  of  life.  LRCS  also  prides 
itself  on  providing  its  consumers  with  numerous  opportunities  for  social  growth  and  engagement 
through  various  community  and  work  related  programs. 

Founded  in  1975,  LRCS  is  a  private,  not-for-profit  organization  with  facilities  throughout  the 
Lakes  Region  including  Laconia,  Tilton,  and  Plymouth,  NH.  With  340  employees  servicing  over 
700  individuals  and  families  on  an  annual  basis,  LRCS  is  the  areas  largest  human  services 
providers. 

LRCS  is  flinded  through  Medicaid  funds  which  are  allocated  by  the  state  of  New  Hampshire, 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  This  funding  is  enough  to  cover  operational 
expenses  associated  with  running  such  an  organization,  as  well  as  enough  to  provide  basic 
services  to  the  consumers  served  by  the  Agency.  Additional  funds  are  needed,  however,  to  bring 
the  scope  and  quality  of  services  we  provide  up  to  the  level  one  would  want  to  see  for  their  loved 
one  in  a  similar  circumstance. 

LRCS  makes  an  annual  request  of  each  of  the  24  towns  served  by  the  Agency  for  funds  that  go 
towards  enhancing  the  day  supports  and  programs  provided  to  consumers  by  the  Agency's  Direct 
Support  Personnel  (DSP's).  All  funds  allocated  to  the  Agency  in  a  given  town's  budget  go 
directly  towards  day  supports  offered  to  LRCS  consumers  in  that  town.  These  funds  are  poured 
back  into  the  community  through  participation  in  community  events,  entertainment  related 
activities,  and  purchases  made  by/for  the  consumer.  As  a  result  of  such  donations,  LRCS 
consumers  are  able  to  get  out  and  experience  their  communities  more  frequently,  gaining 
valuable  confidence  and  knowledge  with  regard  to  how  to  participate  in  the  every  day  activities 
that  many  of  us  take  for  granted. 

LRCS  is  dedicated  to  serving  the  needs  of  the  community  in  the  best  way  possible;  this  simply 
could  not  happen  without  the  supplemental  support  given  to  the  Agency  by  the  towns  served  by 
this  organization.  We  are  vey  grateful  for  the  funds  that  the  town  of  Gilmanton  has  provided  our 
organization  in  the  past,  and  hope  we  can  continue  counting  on  similar  levels  of  support  in  the 
ftiture.

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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Lakes  Region  continues  to  grow  and  evolve.  Homes  and  businesses  have  expanded 
along  major  roadways,  and  many  of  our  communities  have  experienced  dramatic  changes. 
This  growth  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  regional  challenges.  The  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission  (LRPC)  is  an  organization  established  to  provide  area  communities  with  the 
capability  to  respond  to  and  shape  the  pressures  of  growth  in  a  purposeful  way.  With  a 
service  area  covering  over  1,200  square  miles  in  Belknap,  Carroll,  Grafton  and  Merrimack 
Counties,  the  LRPC  provides  a  wide  range  of  planning  services  to  member  municipalities. 
The  Commission  offers  direct  and  support  services  including  technical  assistance, 
geographic  information  systems,  transportation  planning,  land  use,  environmental  planning, 
hazard  planning  and  economic  development.  Local,  state,  and  federal  resources  primarily 
fund  the  LRPC.  We  are  contacted  several  times  daily  for  answers  to  local  and  statewide 
issues.  We  also  maintain  a  regular  dialogue  with  state  agencies  as  a  resource  for  the  entire 
Lakes  Region.  Our  goal  remains  to  provide  support,  knowledge,  and  leadership  to  the 
governments,  businesses,  and  citizens  of  the  Lakes  Region. 

Listed  below  are  some  of  the  services  performed  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  and 
the  region  in  the  past  fiscal  year: 

♦  Completed  and  distributed  the  2007  Development  Activity  in  the  Lakes  Region  report 
on  the  Lakes  Region  residential  and  commercial  development  trends.  Prepared  and 
distributed  a  new  development  survey  for  2007-2008. 

<♦  Planned  and  coordinated  the  21^'  annual  household  hazardous  waste  collection  in  the 
Lakes  Region.  Two  consecutive  Saturdays  were  designated  as  collection  days  for  24 
participating  communities.  An  estimated  20,000  total  gallons  of  waste  were  collected, 
containerized,  and  transported  to  EPA  approved  end-of-life  locations  around  the 
country. 

♦  In  cooperation  with  area  communities,  developed  an  update  of  the  top  regional 
transportation  priorities  and  submitted  it  to  the  NHDOT  as  required  by  state  statute. 
Continuously  to  advocate  for  needed  projects. 

♦  Convened  several  meetings  of  the  LRPC  Transportation  Technical  Advisory 
Committee  (TAC)  to  enhance  local  involvement  in  transportation  planning  and 
project  development.  The  TAC  advises  the  LRPC  on  transportation  projects  of 
regional  significance. 

♦  hi  cooperation  with  the  NH  Local  Government  Center,  hosted  and  organized  three 
public  Municipal  Law  Lectures  where  practicing  attorneys  provide  a  legal  perspective 
on  local  planning,  zoning  and  other  municipal  issues.  Recent  lectures  included: 
Procedural  Basics  for  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards;  Environmental  Permitting:  The 
Role  of  Local  Officials;  and  Road  Access  and  the  Municipal  Planning  Process. 
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Secured  funding  from  the  NH  Homeland  Security  and  Emergency  Management 
(HSEM)  to  assist  local  communities  with  the  preparation  of  all  hazard  management 
plans. 

Awarded  $50,000  from  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration  to  prepare  a 
Comprehensive  Economic  Development  Strategy  (CEDS)  for  the  Lakes  Region.  A 
completed  CEDS  will  provide  communities  with  improved  access  to  EDA  funding 
for  infrastructure  and  economic  development  projects,  a  benefit  not  currently 
available. 

Conducted  over  160  traffic  counts  around  the  region,  in  cooperation  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT).  LRPC  is  also  preparing  and 
updating  local  road  inventories,  on  a  town-by-town  basis,  that  will  be  used  by  the 
DOT. 

Convened  six  Commission  meetings,  which  featured  a  diverse  range  of  topics  ranging 
from:  a  Legislative  Night  which  featured  a  broad  array  of  proposed  legislation, 
including  implementation  of  a  new  woodland  buffer  provisions  in  shoreland  areas, 
expanding  job  creation  incentives  in  the  LRPC  area,  swim  lines  in  public  waters,  and 
promoting  agritourism;  presentations  on  climate  challenges  including  global  warming 
and  the  effects  on  NH  resources  and  economy  as  well  as  opportunities  presented  by 
climate  change;  an  update  of  LRPC's  Regional  Goals  and  Objectives  which  was 
accomplished  with  discussions  and  recommendations  over  the  four  area  meetings  and 
adoption  in  September  of  this  year;  an  amendment  to  the  Standing  Rules  and 
Procedures  for  the  LRPC  Transportation  Advisory  Committee;  and  an  opportunity  to 
exchange  viewpoints  and  make  recommendations  for  amendments  to  the 
Comprehensive  Shoreland  Protection  Act  (CSPA). 

Continue  to  represent  the  region  on  several  boards  and  committees  related  to  the 
economic  and  environmental  well-being  of  the  region,  e.g.,  the  Belknap  County 
Economic  Development  Council,  the  Grafton  County  Economic  Development 
Council,  the  Pemigewasset  River  Local  Advisory  Committee,  etc. 

Reviewed  project  proposals  through  the  NH  Intergovernmental  Review  Agreement 
that  provides  the  region  and  local  communities  an  opportunity  to  respond  to 
applications  seeking  state  and  federal  aid.  LRPC  reviewed  many  proposals  having  a 
combined  investment  total  greater  than  $131  million  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

Held  a  hands-on  GIS  workshop  for  local  officials  on  the  use  of  GIS. 

Authored  and  presented  a  model  steep  slope  ordinance  for  use  by  municipalities 
interested  in  preserving  steep  slopes,  in  cooperation  with  the  NH  Department  of 
Environmental  Services. 
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♦  Continue  to  represent  the  region  at  meetings  of  the  Lakes  Region  Household 
Hazardous  Product  FaciUty  in  order  to  explore  the  ways  and  means  that  the  facility 
may  encourage  other  communities  to  participate. 

♦  Completed  an  inventory  of  age  restricted  housing  in  New  Hampshire  in  cooperation 
with  the  NH  Housing  Finance  Authority. 

♦:♦  Completed  a  School  Enrollment  Study  which  showed  that  the  number  of  school-aged 
children  generated  from  new  single-family  housing  is  declining  in  both  NH  and  the 
Lakes  Region. 

♦  Conducted  the  Granite  Municipal  GIS  Survey  in  cooperation  with  the  UNH  Complex 
Systems  Research  histitute. 

<♦  Ordered  and  distributed  many  copies  of  the  NH  Planning  and  Land  Use  Regulation 
books  to  member  planning  boards  at  considerable  savings. 

♦  Discussed  zoning  requirements  and  how  they  apply  to  parcels  that  span  multiple 
zones. 

♦  Upon  request  by  a  local  official,  assisted  the  town's  tax  mapping  consultant  with  a 
request  for  digital  data.

New  Beginnings  had  advocated  and  staff  in  Belknap  County  courts  each  working  day  of 
this  budget  year.  New  Beginnings  volunteers  donated  over  20,215  service  hours.  All 
services  are  provided  free  of  charge. 

We  are  members  of  the  state-wide  NH  Coalition  Against  Domestic  and  Sexual  Violence, 
promoting  statewide  networking  and  resource  sharing  among  domestic  violence  and 
sexual  assault  programs.  The  coalition  is  the  evaluating  body  and  administrator  of  state 
and  federal  contracts  that  provide  some  funding  for  member  programs  and  advocates  for 
legislative  change  that  affects  victims  of  domestic  and  sexual  assault. 

This  year  we  are  requesting  the  Selectmen  to  recommend  our  inclusion  in  the  2007 
budget  process  for  2008.  We  are  requesting  $850.00  from  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  to 
continue  the  support  of  our  programs.

An  Update  from  Washington,  By  Congresswoman  Carol  Shea-Porter 

Last  year,  the  House  of  Representatives  passed  many  important  measures  that  affect  our  lives 
here  in  New  Hampshire.  From  lowering  the  cost  of  student  loans,  to  raising  the  minimum 
wage,  to  protecting  middle-class  families  from  the  Alternative  Minimum  Tax,  Congress 
addressed  a  wide  range  of  issues  that  will  benefit  New  Hampshire  families. 

To  help  families  afford  the  rising  costs  of  higher  education,  we  passed  the  College  Cost 
Reduction  and  Access  Act,  which  will  cut  interest  rates  in  half  for  federal  student  loans,  and 
save  a  typical  student  in  New  Hampshire  $4,430  over  the  life  of  a  loan.  The  bill  will  also 
increase  funding  for  Pell  Grants  for  low-income  students  and  provide  loan- forgiveness  for 
talented  students  who  pursue  public  service  fields  like  teaching  or  emergency  response. 

Congress  passed  legislation  to  protect  23  million  families  from  a  tax  increase  of  up  to  several 
thousand  dollars  this  year  under  the  Alternative  Minimum  Tax.  fri  July,  we  raised  the  federal 
minimum  wage,  increasing  it  from  $5.15  to  $7.25  an  hour  by  2009.  At  the  same  time. 
Congress  also  passed  tax  credits  for  small  businesses.  To  find  out  how  businesses  can  take 
advantage  of  the  new  tax  benefits,  visit  www.sba.gov  or  contact  my  office  at  (603)  641-9536. 

With  energy  prices  rising.  Congress  increased  the  fuel  efficiency  standards  for  vehicles  for  the 
first  time  in  thirty-two  years.  I'm  also  pleased  that  we  passed  an  increase  in  funding  for  the 
Low-Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program  (LIHEAP),  which  supports  New  Hampshire's 
Fuel  Assistance  Program.  If  you  or  someone  you  know  needs  help  affording  the  cost  of 
heating  fuel  this  year,  please  contact  the  New  Hampshire  Office  of  Energy  and  Planning  at 
(603)271-8317. 

It  was  a  busy  year  in  my  New  Hampshire  offices  in  Manchester  and  Dover  as  well,  where  we 
assisted  over  1,200  individuals  with  inquiries  to  federal  agencies  including  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  and  the  Veterans  Administration.  Last  summer,  when  there  were  huge  delays  at 
passport  offices  around  the  country,  my  staff  helped  more  than  200  people  get  their  passports 
on  time.  To  apply  for  a  passport,  visit  travel.state.gov  and  follow  the  online  instructions,  or 
see  the  Frequently  Asked  Questions  section  of  my  website  for  more  information. 

Representatives  from  my  office  regularly  visit  towns  across  the  First  District  to  assist 
constituents  in  working  with  the  federal  government.  For  more  information  about  the  services 
that  my  office  provides,  please  visit:  www.shea-porter.house.gov.

As  your  State  Senator,  I  am  honored  with  the  opportunity  to  serve  you  and  wanted  to 
report  from  the  New  Hampshire  Senate  on  important  state  issues  affecting  you,  as 
residents  of  Gilmanton. 

Last  session,  I  concentrated  on  several  key  issues  important  to  the  citizens  of  New 
Hampshire:  helping  New  Hampshire's  working  families  by  increasing  the  minimum 
wage;  increasing  access  to  health  care  by  supporting  expanded  eligibility  to  health 
insurance,  working  to  ensure  every  child  had  an  adequate  education,  and  reducing  the 
high  school  dropout  rate  by  ensuring  attendance  to  age  18.  Environmental  needs  were 
answered  with  increased  opportunities  for  alternative  energy  production,  a  ban  on 
construction  debris  burning,  funding  of  LCHIP  and  the  development  of  shoreline 
protections.  We  funded  long  over  due  services  to  those  citizens  with  developmental 
disabilities  while  producing  a  balanced  budget. 

I  also  continued  to  work  on  long  time  policy  priorities  such  as  improving  access  to 
affordable  prescription  drugs  and  ensuring  that  families  in  need  are  able  to  get  the 
assistance  that  they  need. 

As  a  member  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  I  worked  to  pass  a  fiscally  responsible 
state  budget  for  the  FY  2008-2009  biennium  that  meets  the  needs  of  our  citizens  and 
communities,  including  the  following  assistance  to  the  residents  of  Gilmanton:

on  the  effectiveness  of  the  Town's  internal  control.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion 
on  the  effectiveness  of  Town  of  Gilmanton's  internal  control. 

A  control  deficiency  exists  when  the  design  or  operation  of  a  control  does  not  allow 
management  or  employees,  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  fiinctions,  to 
prevent  or  detect  misstatements  on  a  timely  basis.  A  significant  deficiency  is  a  control 
deficiency,  or  combination  of  control  deficiencies,  that  adversely  affects  the  entity's  ability  to 
initiate,  authorize,  record,  process,  or  report  financial  data  reliably  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  such  that  there  is  more  than  a  remote  likelihood  that  a 
misstatement  of  the  entity's  financial  statements  that  is  more  than  inconsequential  will  not  be 
prevented  or  detected  by  the  entity's  internal  control.  A  material  weakness  is  a  significant 
deficiency,  or  combination  of  significant  deficiencies,  that  results  in  more  than  a  remote 
likelihood  that  a  material  misstatement  of  the  financial  statements  will  not  be  prevented  or 
detected  by  the  entity's  internal  control.  Our  consideration  of  internal  control  was  for  the  limited 
purpose  described  in  the  first  paragraph  and  would  not  necessarily  identify  all  deficiencies  in 
internal  control  that  might  be  significant  deficiencies  or  material  weaknesses. 

In  connection  with  our  consideration  of  Town  of  Gilmanton's  internal  control  as  described 
above,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  did  not  identify  any  deficiencies  in  internal  control  that 
we  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses,  as  defined  above.  We  further  noted  that  the 
community  continues  working  to  improve  its  overall  financial  systems  and  that  opportunities  for 
consideration  discussed  with  management  during  our  previous  audit  have  been  resolved.
